Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  interim  report 

for  19^1. 

The  estimated  population  for  1941  and  other 
figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  are  with-held  on  grounds 
of  national  security.  For  the  same  reason  the  Birth  Rate  and 
Death  Rate  are  given  without  the  detailed  totals  and  the  Cause  of 
Death  Table  lists  only  the  principal  causes  of  death.  Full  records 
are  oeing  kept  for  a  comprehensive  post-war  report,  and  any  details 
can  be  given  in  Committee. 

The  normal  duties  of  the  Health  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Departments  have  been  maintained  in  spite  of  the 
unavoidable  burden  imposed  by  Civil  Defence,  salvage,  Rest  Centre 
supervision,  the  issue  of  clothing  coupons  and  free  accessory  foods,  etc. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  obvious 
deterioration  in  the  health  of  tne  District  attributable  to  war 
conditions . 


Infect  ious  Diseases. 


There  was  an  appreciable  decrease  ih  the  total 
incidence  of  notifiable  diseases,  the  phenomenal  incidence  of 
diphtheria  and  a  slight  increase  in  scarlet  fever  cases  being  more 
than  offset  by  the  decrease  in  measles  and  whooping  cough  notifications. 

The  incidence  and  death  rate  from  diphtheria  in  19AI 
was  the  highest  ever  recorded  for  the  District.  There  were  150  cases 
and  of  these  119  occurred  in  an  epidemic  which  lasted  from  mid-August 
to  the  end  of  the  year.  A  separate  report  on  this  outbreak  is 
attached  to  this  report. 

A  summary  of  the  incidence  and  deaths  by  age-groups 
shows  two  significant  points  which  cannot  be  too  widely  known.

The  important  points  to  be  noted  are  that  108  cases 
(72/c)  and  all  the  list  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  ten  years  of 
age.  23  cases  occurred  in  working  adolescents  and  adults. 

All  cases  except  two  were  admitted  to  hospital  and 
in  addition  four  carriers  were  isolated.  A  further  13  cases  admitted 
to  hospital  were  found  not  to  be  diphtheria  infections. 

With  regard  to  the  |1®  deaths,  all  were  under  ten 
years  of  age  and  in  six  cases  the  children  were  not  sent  in  for 
treatment  until  the  third  day  of  illness  or  later.  This  emphasises 
the  fatality  of  diphtheria  for  younger  children  and  the  failure  of 
antitoxin  treatment  due  to  delay.  The  danger  of  delay  has  been  long 
known  but  parents  still  fail  to  call  the  doctor  soon  enough  for  treat¬ 
ment  to  become  effective.  Failure  to  protect  by  diphtheria  immunisa¬ 
tion  in  conjunction  with  delay  in  treatment  will  continue  the  needless

sacrifice  of  children  to  a  preventable  disease. 

Dioht  ier  i.  a  Immuni  sat  ion . 

A  scheme  for  the  free  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
of  all  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  fifteen  years  was  approved 
by  the -Council  in  October.  Over  2,000  consent  forms  were  returned 
during  that  month  and  immunisation  sessions  commenced  on  the  7th 
Novemoer.  By  the  end  of  the  year  I  had  held  28  sessions  and  had 
completed  the  course  for  698  children,  and  had  given  the  first 
inoculatio'n  to  a  further  894  children. 

Sessions  for  school  children  were  held  at  the  schools 
and  for  pre-school  children  at  the  Child  Welfare  Department. 

Nursing  and  clerical  assistance  was  provided  by  the 
Health  Visitor  and  Department  clerks,  assisted  by  Nursing  Auxiliaries 
from  the  Casualty  Service. 

The  ready  response  of  parents  augurs  well  for  the 
success  00’  the  Council’s  scheme.  (31st  March  1942:  2,309  children 

immunised)  , 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare . 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  has  been  well  attended  during 
the  year  although  it  has  not  been  possible  under  war  conditions  for 
mothers  to  bring  their  children  as  often  as  is  advisable. 

There  has  been  a  pleasing  increase  in  the  attendance  of 
expectant  mothers  a.t  the  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

A  comparison  with  last  year  shows  a  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  women  seeking  admission  to  maternity  institutions  for 
their  confinements.  This  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  disturbance  of 
family  life  in  wartime,  many  of  the  applicants  being  the  wives  of  men 
serving  in  the  Forces.  These  women  are  living  in  lodgings  or  if  in 
their  own  homes  cannot  secure  the  services  of  a  home  help. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  preference,  however,  for 
institutional  confinements  and  it  has  been  noted  that  most  women  who 
have  been  confined  in  hospital  wish  to  return  there  for  subsequent 

conf inement s „ 

If  maternity  hospital  accommodation  can  be  expanded 
after  the  war  and  this  awakening  appreciation  of  hospital  advantages 
fostered,  it  may  well  prove  to  be  the  key  to  the  further  reduction  of 

maternal  mortality. 


The  issue  of  coupons  for  baby  clothes  to  expect ant 
mothers  and  of  free  fruit  juices  and  cod  liver  oil  to  children  under 
the  national  scheme  has  thrown  a  considerable  additional  burden  on  the 
K.  &  0,  W.  staff  but  they  welcome  the  greater  opportunity  of  making 
contact  with  the  public.  The  close  co-operation  and  assistance  of 
the  Food  Office  in  the  latter  scheme  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Isolation  Hospital , 


The  Hospital  had  the  busiest  year  in  its  history  end 
dealt  with  34^  patients.

The  worst  outbreak  of  diphtheria  on  record  in  Newton-le- 
V/illows  occurred  during  the  last  twenty-two  weeks  of  the  year;  119  of 
the  19/t.l  total  of  150  cases  were  notified  during  that  period.  * 


It  will  be  seen  that  up  to  July  the  incidence  was  fairly 
average  but  from  two  cases  in  July  the  incidence  suddenly  rose  to  2o 
in  August.  An  unusual  feature  was  that  the  first  15  cases  occurred 
during  the  school  summer  holiday  or  in  children  who  on  account  of 
indisposition  had  not  returned  to  school  after  the  holiday' and  I  was 
unable  to  establish  any  common  source  of  infection  or  history  of 
contact  between  more  than  two  of  these  15  cases  or  between  these  cases 
and  the  first  cases  occurring  in  children  in  attendance  at  school. 

The  outbreak  reached  its  peak  (33  cases)  in  October  and  then 
steadily  declined  to  a  low  sporadic  incidence  in  February  1942.

Attendance  of  children  at  the  Catholic  Girl : s  School  during 
the  first  cay  of  illness  seems  a  likely  source  of  infection  and  the 
same  factor  prooably  operated  in  those  groups  of  cases  occurring  in 
certain  streets  due  to  children  playing  in  gangs,
